DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the receipt and entry of the amendment filed on 
February 29, 2007. 

Claims 61-63,70-72,76,77,82,84,85,88 and 89 are under examination. 

Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the independent and separate species of the Markush groups of Claims 61 and 
88, namely oil distillate of sunflower oil and unsaponifiable materials from sunflower oil. 
The species are independent or distinct because the plant oil products contain different 
chemical constituents having divergently different biological and/or biochemical 
functions. 

This application also contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the independent and separate species of the Markush groups of Claims 61 and 
88, namely sensitive skin, dry skin, pruritus, ichtyosis, acne, xerosis, atopic dermatitis, 
cutaneous desquamation, skin subjected to actinic radiation or skin subjected to ultra- 
violet (UV) radiation. The species are independent or distinct because the claim- 
designated disease conditions and/or syndromes are characterized by divergently 
different clinical manifestations and/or divergently different physiological and biological 
pathologies and/or divergently different clinical therapeutic regimens. 

This application also contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the independent and separate species of the different routes of administration 
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of the Markush group of Claim 77, namely topically, orally, enterally or parenterally. The 
species are independent or distinct because the different routes of administration of 
therapeutic agents alter their mode of absorption and action within the body. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, Claims 62, 63, 82, 84, and 89 are generic.
